Untermyer Blames Capitalists. 

Mr. Untermyer said that he attributed 
the rapid growth of. Socialism largély to 
the foofish arid Shortsighted point of view 
of the capitalist class.

THE MULLET POST OFFICE SITE. 

The danger of the defeat in Congress 
of the project; embodied in a bill fn- 
troduced by Senator O’Gormaw, to re- 
move the unsightly Mullet Post Office, 
which for @ generation has elicroached 
on the idwer end of City Hall Park, ahd 
to, build a ‘new downtown Post Office 
on another site, has been brought con- 
spicuously to public notice by the Mer- 
chants’ Asseciation, The timely warn- 
ing should stir all public-spirited cit- 
izens of New York to protest. The 
Mullet. Post Office has always been an 
architectural eyesore, and has, from 
the . first, been unsatisfactory -to the 
Postal Service and.the Federal Courts 
also beneath its roof. The need of a 
new and modern building for the down- 
town mail service is sadly felt. ; The 
popular idea has been to build ona site 
contiguous to the new County Court 
House; now: in course of erection, and it 
has-been supposed that the Federal 
Courts would also have a new habita- 
tion in that neighborhood. . 

The restoration of City Hall Park as 
a “eiyto gentre, with fo superfluous 
building to mar its parklike aspect; so 
that the old City Hall, could reniain as 
a historic landmark amid appropriate 
surroundings, has been looked forward 
to, since the defeat of the scheme to 
build the new law courts ‘on that 
ground; as an assured fact. The intru- 
sion of the unsightly Federal building 
has always been resented. The at- 
tempt now making, on the part of {ll- 
advised representatives of the United 
States Government, to retain posses- 
sion of the park site and to build the 
new Post Office there,-can only bé.de- 
feated, it seems, by « vigorous expres- 
sion of public opinion. The Merchants’ 
Association hae information that the 
sub-committee of the Benaté Commit- 
tee on Appropriations, to which Senator 
O’Gorman’s bill has = deen referred, 
favors the retention of the site; Post- 


‘| master MorGaw ts also.said to favor it. 


The members of the Senate sub-commit- 
tee are Messrs. Grorcs P, Wrermonn, 
JonaTHan Bourne, . and Tomas 8&8. 
Marti. It is needless to say that 
these gentlemen are not New Yorkers. 
They can be made to understand the 
drift of sentiment in New York, .how- 
ever, if the matter is- placed clearly be- 
fore their eyes. 

The park site will return to the pos- 
session of New York City when it is 
abandoned by the Federal, Govern- 
ment. The time is et hand for its 
abandonment. ‘It is: needed for the 
park, while the new. Post Office and 
the: Federal Courte can be as well 
housed in the new civic centre near the 
law courts.

These lands embrace &n area 
of some 5,000,000 square miles, with a 
population of about 50,000,000, or one- 
fourth greater than that of France it 
self, Despite the cession made-within | 
the year to Germany of territory in 
Gentral Africa, the domain of Francé 
on that continent remains the largest 
and“most closely united of all. Yt em- 
races nearly all of North Africa from 
the Mediterranean to the Nigér, with 


important ports on both the Mediter-‘ 


rahean and the Atlantic. 

It is noteworthy’ that- this vast do- 
main’ has been secured by @ process 
that has been described by the Baron 
pB Costar, one of the Chafnplain 
delegation, as colonization without col- 
onista, The practically stationary con- 
dition. of French population has made 
it impossible for France ‘to: send .out 
colonists as Great. Britain and, to a 
less extent, Germany have done. France 
has contributed the armies to .take 
possession, the agents to rule, and for 
the greater part capital to develop her 
foreign possessions. During) the Jast 
forty. years especially her task. has 
been that of. guiding the civilization 
of the backward countries she has 
taken over, leaving to the natives as 
far as possible their own laws and cus- 


toms, gradually changing under the im: | 


fluence of their rulers. In this task— 
necessarily a difficult and tedious one— 
the best qualities of French admin- 
istrators, often drawn fromthe army, 
have been manifested—patience, ‘tact, 
courage coupled with caution, nfiring 
industry, integrity, and sympathy. The} 
future is not clear of peril. ‘The iatest 
field. of activity, Morocco, has been won 
with much trouble.and amid many }. 
dangers; and it is not yet wholly secure, 
But it is reasonable to expect that the 
qualities that have proved so fruitful 
in'the past will continue to be more, 80. 
And, in any case, the evolution of 
French, expansion in widely’ separated 
parts of. the: globe is an ‘interesting 
chapter fi the history of that gallant 
nation at the moment that we are cel- 
ebrating the memory of her greatest 
explorer.

Thegeague has adopted a reebuisie 
method ‘for attracting supporters and |, 
registering them as members—the sale 
of a penny “Amend ‘the Act” stamp:

Police Commissioner Waldo's ideas on | 
the subject of suspended sentences are | 
much the same as those expressed by As- 
sistant District Attorney Nott. He took 
the ground that the matter was not one 
for newspaper controversy. All that he 
would say for publication was: 

“The people who advocate the suspend- 
ed sentence do so on the theory that 
‘every dog is entitled to one bite.’ Now 
there are more than 5,000,000 people in 
New York City.. That means that we are 
going to have over 5,000,000 crimes. Just 
think what a ‘crime wave’ that would 
mean. I am not opposed to the suspended 
sentence in certain cases. I believe in 
giving the man who had made a slip a 
chance. But I think the first thing to 
consider is the safeguarding of the public 
interest. If it is true that ea very’ high 
percentage of the convicted criminals re- 
form then the suspended sentence, ag it 
is now used, is a very excellent thing. 
All that I care to do is to refer you to 
the records of this department.” 

In his annual report to the Mayor, Com- 
missioner Waldo shows that fully 20-per 
cent. of those convicted in the courts of 
New York during the year 1911 wére let 
out under suspended gentence. It should 
be remembered that in every case of sus- 
pended sentence either the man has plead 
‘‘guilty”’ or a jury has found him 
“guilty.” Henee the charge of police 
persecution or of fmproperly prepared 
Police evidence cannot be brought in any 
case where a suspended sentence has been 
given. The exact figures for 1011 as 
taken from the Commissioner’s report 
show that 124,584 arrests were made. Of 
these 5,266 were convicted of felony, 10,- 
488 were acquitted of felonious charges, 
while 5,005 cases of felony are still pend- 
ing. The misdemeanants. convicted were 
65,338. The number acquitted was 31,590, 
and 6,948. misdemeanor Cases are still 
pending. This makés a total of those con- 
vieted of felonies and misdemeanors of 
70,008.. Of this number 18,804 had sentence 
suspended. 

This record of cases in which suspended 
sentences have been granted was un- 
earthed by a Sunpay Trews reporter. It 
must be remembered that the number of 
arrests is so large that a cross-reference 
index cannot be kept by<the Detective 
Bureau. A than mimy go there and ask 
for the record of John: Doe or Jane Roe 
and within a minute this record can be 
given. If you ask, however, for the names 
of the men who have committed murder 
or any other crime, or for the men on 
whom sentence has been suspended, exact 
facts and figures cannot be given. 

And so it is in this matter of suspended 
sente that Taw Times representative 
could not obtain @.complete report. ‘The de- 
tectives simply relied upon their memory 
for the names of criminals who have had 
their sentences suspended. Then going to 
the ap rn records were obtained:

“Wilbur calis yital statistics the Cin- 
derella ‘of modern public hygiene, sitting 
in the chimney corner, sifting dusty fig- 
ures, while her proud sisters, bactériology 
and preventive medicine, go to the ball 
and talk about the wonderful things they 
have done. As a matter of fact, the 
numerical tabulation of population, births, 
marriages, and death, properly analyzed, 
becomes a searchlight pointing out the 
path for sanitary progress.” 

“If we lack statistics, how do you 
know the birth raté to be decreasing?” 

“The caloulation proving it-is not 
based upon birth statistics,.but upon the 
percentage of infants in the total popula- 
tion, as shown by the various National 
census figures, gathered -since. the first 
enumeration, in 1790. We cannot get 
specific figures, but we know that the 
decrease exists. -And it is one ofthe 
bad signs of the times.

And’in the’abdsénce of any restraint from 
public opinion, what is to prevent a novice 
in park administration from trying .to 
make over a park into some other kind of 
park, to stop the work in pragress and to 
nullify work that has already cost mil- 
Hons. 

‘“‘One Commissioner adopts plans and 
work is advanced. Another comes in with 
other ideas and throws aside those of 
his predecessor. He starts in with his 
own plans and then in course of time he 
surrenders his .office to some other man, 
who goes through the same proceeding. 
The result is that a great deal of energy 
will have been expended and we will have 
got nowhere. The money spent will have 
been wasted and in the end the park will 
be a patchwork of any one’s ideds, with- 
out unity or dignity. 

“Tt makes no matter if the changes are 
made intentionally or through crass ig- 
noranece of the aim of the architects of 
the park, the result is the same. This 
sort of thing would not hapren-in Europe. 
Generation after generation respects the 
designs of the park architect and follows 
his plans. They realize that a jumble of 
ideas can_have no artistic value. 


-_ “Of course it-is not too much: to *ex- 
peet the Cotnmissioner.of these extensive 
city properties to understand the central 
and distinct purpose of every park it 
is his duty. to administer and ‘develop. 
but this does not excuse the general 
public. It is certainly time to educate 
ourselves in such matters, to-stop blam- 
ing officials for a low standard and to 
raise our own. Most~“of us have not 
a sufficiently clear Knowledge of the pur- 
poses of such a spot as Central Park 
either to support or condemn intelligently 
the acts of responsible officiais. 

“This curiously muddled state of mind 
is reflected even in our laws. There is 
no legal distinction between a. park and 
a, playground and this has given rise-to a 
good deal of trouble. We néed many 


‘parks and we need: many playgrounds, 


but the purposes of the two are differ- 
ent. } 

“Fortunately . the making. }.of« Central 
and’, Morningside Parks was ,given to 
clear headed, high, min3ed men, “assisted 
by-& committe of citizens of the highest 
atanding in the community.

not. until 8:20 o’clock on Monday night 
that the admission even that the Titan- 
ic had struck an iceberg was made at 
the offices of the White Star Line Com- 
pany, at 9 Broadway. Then General 
Manager Franklin admitted that the | 
greatest liner in the world had sunk 
and that -probably only those of her 
passengera who were then aboard the 
Carpathia had been saved. 


How many of the Titanic’s pas- 
sengers there were aboard the Car- 
pathia was not known positively. Only 
a partial list of names had been wire- 
lessed from the Cunardér, and many 
of these were so garbled in the sending 
that they were found not to correspond 
with names on the published passenger 
list. ‘It was believed, however, that 
whe had sailed from 
Southampton aboard the Titanic were 
then aboard the Carpathia. It was 
hoped that later reports would increase 
this number. ‘There’ was no thought 
that instead ef increasing it later, ac- 
curate reports would sweep away 161 
of the ‘natnes of those believed to ‘be 
saved. 

The admission that there had heen 
an accident “et all followed a day in 
which. the White Star Line officials 
had been optimistic in the extreme. At 


the extent of the disaster was realized. 
Then came the message from Capt. 
Haddock of the Olympic, picked up at 
Cape Race and forwarded to this city 
over the land “wires. ‘The ‘message 
Was relayed immediately to the White 
Star offices, and there Mr. Franklin 
positively declined to make it public. 
He still held out the hope that there 
Were passengers from the Titanic 
aboard’the Allan liners, Virginian and 
Parisian. And even when the admis- 
sion was wrung from him that surely 
the Carpathia would have left no one in 
@ lifeboat or in the water, and that, 
therefore, only those of the Titanic’s 
passengers aboard her had been saved, 
he still clung to ‘the-hope that in some 
unexplained way others of the Titanic’'s 
complement ‘were aboard the two AHan 
liners. / 

Of *Capt. ._Haddock’s: message, Mr. 
Franklin at first would say only that 
it was brief, and “neglected to. say 
that. all the crew had been saved.” 
Finally this version of the -message 
was made public at the White Star of- 
fices:

We are hopeful that the rumors 
which have reached us by telegraph 
from Halifax that there are passen-

It is the loss 
of life that makes this thing so awful. 
We can replace the money loss, but 
not the ilves of those who went down. . 
For another hour Mr. Franklin strove 

to get in communication with the Pari- 
sian or the’ Virginian but with out suc- 
cess, and at ten o'clock he admitted 
for the first time that Capt. Naddock’s 
message had-held out little hope that 
the passengers had been taken aboard 
these steamers. 


“What Capt. Haddock did say,” con- 
ceded Mr. Franklin sadly, “was dis- 
couraging to such a belief.” 


So late was it before these admis- 
sions were made, however, and so slow- 
ly did their import overcome the feel- 
ing of assurance which had been ema- 
nating from the White Star offices all 
day that there was no great rush of 
terrified relatives and friends to Nine 
Broadway. It was 11 o'clock before 
the first of such visitors appeared. 
They: were women and- were crying 
with anxiety. When they learned what 
news there was of the Titanic they re- 
fused to go away intending to await 
more definite information. 

Vincent Astor, son of Col. John Jacob 
Astor, was among ‘the early visitors. 
He was accompanied by A. J. Biddle 
of Philadelphia, and the two mien were 
received In Mr. Franklin’s private 
office. When they left; half an ‘hour 
afterward, young Astor was crying. 
He returned to the offices at one A. M. 
‘Tuesday and again left them sobbing. 

Inquiry for Mr. and Mrs. © Isidor 
Straus was made by Sylvester Byrnes, 
Mr. Struus’s secretary. He said that 
“Herbert Straus, a son, was on his way 
to Halifax, where, it had been reported,

Inquiries for many other persons, 
among them Benjamin Guggenheim, 
Dr. and Mrs. D. W. Marvin, Major 
Butt, Mr. Widener, and Mr. Thayer, 
were made but no additional news was 
received Monday night except that, at 
eleven o’clock, Mr. Franklin said that 
he had received a message from the 
Carpathlia stating that she had rescued 
survivors from & small fleet of life- 
boats and was hurrying with them to 
New York that they might receive 
medical attention which nearly all 
needed. 

But if there were only few inquiries 
on Monday night, there were plently 
from early Tuesday unth the Carpathia 


tanic. It was an orderly, but a pathetic 
crowd and there was not a moment 
when a2 tear-stained face was not scan- 
ning anxiously the printed list of known 
survivors which was posted on the bul- 
letin board, not only in the White Star 
office; but in’ the hotels, clubs, large 
stores, the various exchanges of the fi- 
nancial district, restaurants, and every. 
place where throngs might congregate, 
these latter supplied by Tom Nsw YorE 
Trves, and revised as frequently as ad- 
ditional dispatches from the Carpathia 
were received. 

Besides the hundreds who called, the 
White Star Line received hundreds of 
telegrams from all parts of the: United 
States and Canada asking news of the 
fate of those aboard the Titanic. One 
of the inquiries. came from the White 
House and asked if there were any 
definite news of the fate of Major 
Archibald Butt. In reply this message 
was simply telegraphed back: 

“There is no mention of the name in 


the list of the rescued so far received 


from the Carpathia.” 

It was the same message that sent 
women weeping from the offices and 
made men turn pale. 

There were many cavlegrams received 
also from distant lands from anxious 
friends and relatives who harbored thé 
hope that there: might. be good news 
for them in ‘New York which as yet 
had not reached their distant homes? 
By 8'o’clock Tuesday morning, a crowd 
overflowed the sidewalk in Broadway 
opposite the White Star offices and 
spread out to Bowling Green Park.

Fifteen automobile trucks from a big 
department store drew up in front of 
Pier 60 shortly before 9 o’clock. Bach 
was fitted with seats and capable of 
holding twenty-four persons. There 
was a -stretcher tucked beneath. the 
seats in each truck, and three nurses 
accompanied them. They carried 200

From the same store came four tour- 
ing cars loaded with the families of

As early as 8:30 o’clock more than 
500 relatives and friends of the rescued 
ones aboard the Carpathia had reache4 
the pier. Some 2,000 pier passes had 
béen given out, and by 9 o'clock it 
seemed that the holder of the last one 
of these must have arrived. Customs 
men. directed. them to take positions 
under the customs alphabetical guide 
arrangement, each under the initial of 
the survivor for whom he or she was 
waiting. 


In the stream of folk which was con- 
{stantly passing into the pier came a 
committee from the New York Stock 
xchange, carrying $20,000 .in cash to 
be distributed among those who needed 
financial assistance. The money had 
been -raised on the Exchange by pop- 
ular subscription and was under escort 
of E. H. Thomas, President of the 
Exchange; Charles Knoblauch, H. N. 
Baruch, Charles Holzderber, and J. 
Carlisle. It was carried in a big ob- 
jong box. Surveyor Henry assigned the 
little Custom’ House on the pier to the 
use of this committee.

departure. He, accepted Miss Booth’s 
offer. Mgr.Lavelle, with ten Sisters of 
Mercy from various Catholic institu- 
tions in.the city, was on the. plier also. 


The throng inside the plier was 
strangely quiet. - Here and there a wo- 
man wept silently and steadily while a 
man tried. to comfort her. More per- 
sons were continually pushing in be- 
neath the covered pier and more auto- 
mobiles continually deposited their pas- 
sengers in front.of it. But there was 
perfect. order, though the watchers fair- 
ly quivered with expectancy, the tense 
strain. beneath which they labored 
showing in the faces of men and women 
alike. 

It was approximately 6:10 o’clock 
when the Carpathia was sighted ‘off 
Sandy Hook. It was one hour and a 
half later that.she reached. Quarantine. 

The big ‘vessel wis proceeding slowly. 
Her lights gleamed dimly as though in 
omen of what her arrival at the pier 
was to revedli; She was delayed only 
an instant ‘at.Quarantine and then be- 
gan her slow passage through the ship-

It 
was dark in the river, but the lower- 
ing of the boats could be seen from 
the Carpathia’s pier and a deep sigh 

{arose from the multitude there as they 
caught this first glimpse of something 
associated with the Titanic. 

Then the Carpathia started for her 
ewn pier. The minutes passed while 
the crowd stood in anxious silence. It 
grew to be 9:10 o’clock—fifteen, twenty 
past, and, finally, half past nine. 

The Carpathia, however, was- very 
near her own pier now. As she ap- 
proached it, the ports on the north sides 
of. Pier 54 were closed, that the Car- 
pathia might land there, but through 
the two left open to accomodate the 
forward end the.after gangplanks of 
the big liner the watchers could see her 
looming larger and larger in the dark- 
ness until finally she was directly 
alongside the pier. , :

Lowell got its drinking water at that 
time from the Merrimac River. Typhoid 
germs got into a little brook at North 
Chelmsford, above the city, and finally 
réached the Mérrimac, causing hundreds 
of cases.in the bustling city. below.

Impure milk is next presented for con- 
sideration—at a safe distance.

Just as valuable as its germ-destroying 
function isthe part that gastric _juice 
plays in inducing a flow of pancreatic 
juice and of bile.

If such things\ pre- 
vent_the flow of gastric'juice, how easily 
ean typhoid or éther disease germs pass 
the quarantine. 

It is of utmost importance, then, that 
we constantly have a good secretion of 
gastric juice. Especially do we need it 


| in. convalescence after severe illness and 
|} in wasting disease. 


That experiment of ‘sham feeding,” 
which shows that digestion may be five 
times. more rapid in one case than*in an- 
other, gives us an idea for the feeding of 
cases of tuberculosis. 

In such a disease much nourishment 
must _be given.. One of the difficulties 
in the feeding of such cases .is, that 
patients cannot digest the amount usual- 
ly given to them, . Ofttimes the large 
amount taken is not digested. and ab- 
sorbed in the system, but goes on to pu- 
trefaction and injures the patient. by the 
poisons so. formed, and has the.opposite 
effect fram which we desire. 

If, however, a‘small cup' of good soup 
or broth is given just prior to each ad- 
ministration of eggs and milk, we>insure 
@ quantity of gastric juice that will take 
care of the extra. food.’ So we may feed 
as often as. we please. The old ‘notion 
that a period of rest\is needed between 
meais is faulty and has been laid,aside, 

Still another reason is that soups;con- 
tain saline constituents—the mineral : in- 
gredients, of our system.so necessary to 
These salts play an important role 
in the changes in the body. They give life 
to:.the protein. They determirie . the 
chemical changes that: constitute life it- 
self. 

Finally; good food properly digested 
and assimilated tends to ward off. dis- 
ease-for after all, it is not so much our 
avoidance of disease that protects us; as 
our ability to resist bacterial infection. 

So. we see now why. soups and. meat 
broths have, stood the test of time. The 
entry of such food’ increases our appetite.

Real appetite-first sets in with eating and 
this creates a desire. A “coming ap- 
petite is a frequent phrase. 

Those who -have had a long. day. of 
work, especially mental work without 
physical,.exercise, and had perhaps, the 
worry of businéss troubles, sit down to 
dinner without any desire for food. - Such 
a‘one should always commence the meal 
with a proper soup or broth, and so. de- 
velop. the appetite, and.at the same time 
reliéve the tired feeling by the stimulation 
that comé fromthe water and saline con* 
stituents. , 

Ordinarily “then, good health and 
longevity are dependent largely upon .e 
proper secretion. of gastric juice; and: 
this can he supplied by means: of “méat 
broths and soups, Taking the idea m™ 
another writer, a cup. of. consomme-. or 
bouillon. is to a dinner what an cverture 
is to an opera. 

Knowing then the great value of soups 
and broths let us begin a new fashion. 
Instead of the cocktail as an appetizer, 
let us have instead a cup of consomme 
or bouillon ‘or: broth’ before our meal, 
and so obtajn a real appetite and help 
our digestion more than by any other 
food; and let our watchword in the: fut- 
ure be “ Soup,*my dear.”’

- History. Should Be Written and His-

THE NEW HISTORY. By James Harvey Robinson. Mao-

Na volume of short essays Prof. James Harvey 
Robinson of Columbia University has asked the 
old questions as to the purposes and methods of 
history Like miost-students of the past, who stop to 
think of the work in which they are-engaged, he is 
 evercoine by the immensity of his task, the impossi- 
; bility of making history an exact science and the 
difficulty of applying ite deductions to practical use. 
The title he has chosen suggests that he- believes 
that he hag arrived at some theory that will make 
smoother the paths ‘of Nistérians, but it must be 
» confessed that, if he has, be has not. sicceeded in 
+ expreasiug his secret. 

The faet of the matter is,--Prof. Robinson has 
taken-a number of fugitive papers, written for many 
afferent | and has sought to throw ‘them 
into coherent form for a book. The result is disap- 
pointing for any one who knows the high reputatio 
of the author, for-he has.asked qtestions he has a 
answered, made, suggestions he has not worked out, 
and “gone at great’ length into one or two matters 
whith do not seem of very gréat importance in a 
work professing to deal with “The New History.”

Some- 
times he shows it has had a national, sometimes a 
religious aim; again it has been a mere story-telling 
and at times a philosophical exercise. He has, too, 
an interesting summary of the history of the intel- 
lect. When, however, he devotes a chapter to the 
rending in pieces of a particular passage of Gibbon, 
the great pioneer, with the result that he shows that 
his absolute statement about the fall-of the. Western 
Empire might be expressed better by a Shumber of 
conditional assertions, which amount to much the 
same thing, when, too, he suggests that “ ornamenta 
palatii,” which Gibbon had rendered as “ the imperial 
ensigns, the sacred ornaments of the throne and 
palace” might perhaps be translated as “ the bric-&- 
brac from the parlor mantelpiece,” it is a little hard 
to avold the feeling that Prof. Robinson has indulged 
in a sophomoric display of smartness unworthy of a 
serious scholar, 

In one chapter Prof. Robinson does venture on a 
recominendation as to the way in which history 
might be taught to meet modern needs.

Alexander VI, was, to be sure, a self- 
seeking and self-indulgent prelate, whose 
court. was a scandal 1 more ways than 
one; but he was no worse than most 
menh—and most Popes—of his time. He 
was, indeed, considerably better than his 
predecessors in St. Peter's Chair. La- 
crezia Borgia was a charming young wo- 
men, a dutiful daughter, a devoted wife 
and mother, a friend to all in distress. 
Cesare Borgia was a great statesman and 
@ great General, less cruel than most sol. 
Gdiers, less ruthless than most rulers of 
conquered towns. Some grave treacheries 
must be laid at his door, but even these 
were~perhaps easily excusable by the 

Standard of his time. Of the great ma- 
jority of the crimes charged against him 
he has never been proven guilty, and of 
most of them it is safe to assume him 
innocent: There was no “white pow- 
der.”” There were no poisonings. The 
Borgias, it appears, have been bitterly 
maligned. Their enemies—diarists, gos- 
sips, political rivals—circulated slander-

In 
the assumption that Cesare Borgia killed 
his sister's second husband, Alfdnso of 
Aragon, Sabatini finds as diverse evi- 
dence, as little proof of Cesare’s impli- 
cation. Of the abduction of Dorotea Ca- 
racciolo, the murder of his cousin Gio- 
vanni, and a dozen other crimes im- 
puted to Cesare hig biographer disposes 
in short order, while the accusations of 
certain atrocities in connection with Lu- 
crezia, Astorre Manfredi, the women of 
Capua, and others upon whose lives Ce- 
sare’s grim shadow is said to have fallen 
are dismissed as being utterly without 
foundation, unsupported by the most cir- 
cumstantial evidence. . 


Cesare’s conquest of the Romagna, his 


‘alliances with France, Venice, Milan, his 


treaties made and broken with Naples, 
Florence, the Orsini, and the good Guido- 
baldi of Camerino—these were conducted 
according to the ethical code of the six- 
teenth century in Italy. Cesare was more 
crafty than most Generals—more success- 
‘ful. "He was a stern Governor, but not 
merciless: he brought some kind of order 
into the lawless Romagna, and from 
Perugia at least came deputations of citl- 
zens to give him thanks. He spared the 
Countess Caterina Sforza Riario, that 
great woman who is famous among the 
warriors of the Middle Ages. He is 
known to have made some just laws. 

Yet no softening judgment “by the 
standard of time,” no earnest effort to 
reinstate in the favor of posterity a man 
wrongly accused, can mitigate the for- 
rors of Cesare’s sack of Capua, can lessen 
the cruelty of his murder of the high- 
spirited boy of Faenza to whom he had 
given the conqueror’s promise of safe 
conduct. And it is highly probable that 
even the “ standard of the time” revolted 
against the “ beautiful stratagem" that 
lured Cesare’s enemies to be butchered 
in Sinigaglia. Cesare Borgia may be 
guiltless of nine-tenths of the crimes of 
which he is accused: he was still a traitor 
and a murderer. 


While the conqueror of the Romagna 
was leading his victorious armies through 
Italy, and dreaming the dreams of King- 
ship from which his father’s death was so 
rudely to awaken him, his young wife, 
Charlotte d’Albret, Duchess de Valen- 
tinois, lived quietly and almost alone at 
her chateau of La Motte Feuilly, in Tou- 
raine. Cesare Borgia was recalled to 
Italy a few months after the marriage 
that had given him a French Dukedom 
and cemented the Pope's alliance with 
Louis XII. of France. Charlotte d’Albret 
had been, of course, but a pawn in the 
“€ame of statecraft, But the harshest of 
Cesare's biographers can find nothing 
but kindness in his treatment of his young 
wife during their few months together. 
Charlotte d’Albret was said to be the 
loveliest girl in France; she came yery 


quickly to love her handsome young ua < 
band, whose brilliance and chatm mm emer 


cculd deny and whose reputation had not 


yet been sullied by the Romagna: cam-\ 
paign. For one Summer Cesare, dropping. 


magnificence and scheming, lived quietly 
with his girl wife-at Issoudun, near 
Bourges. In the Fall the Pope sum- 


meet again; their child he never saw, His 
Duchess retired from the Court of Lous 
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of France and Anne de Bretagne and 
lived alone, mourning his absence, and, 
after his murder in 1507, his death. She 
herself, died seven years. later; she . had 
been but a: frail and sweet woman whose 
destiny had been tossed abéut in the 
waters of many a political intrigue, but 
she had had her part in the lives of the 
greatest men and women of her time. The 
story of her life is a widely inclusive 
chronicle of a certain period of the mid- 
dle ages. Her biographer, at least, makes 
no attempt. to remodel the reputation of 
the Borgias.

The “ Pilgrim Father” and the “ Grim 
Puritan” left behind them a conception 
of life which, in some of itd aspects, is ir- 
resistibly comical from our view pdint 
to-day, but it is generally supposed that 
the humor which found expression in the 
famous Blue laws and fantastic sermons 
of their day was of an unpremeditated 
sort. In “ The Wit and Humor of Colonial 
Days” Prof. Holliday offers abundant 
evidence that the early colonists were not 
without their Bill Nyes and Mark Twains, 
although their humor was of a very dif- 
ferént type. -Frequently, as Im the case 
of Nathaniel Ward, the first example 
chosen, it "took the form of satire, bitter 
irony, or sarcastic ‘comment upon the 
fashions and foibles of his time. The 
war of the American Revolution evoked, 
not only the sterner qualities of the colo- 
nists’ character, but their sense of humor 
as well, the object of their wit being nat- 
urally the blunderg of their enemies and 
oppressors. Prof. Holliday’s book, which 
concludes. with an account of the hu- 
morous literature of the period, is dedi- 
cated to Mark Twain, and is the first of 
a@ series of volumes which may be expect- 
ed on the subject of American Humor.

reviewing an extendéd edition of a: 


vaudeville act known as “ Billy,” the 
Bnglish reviewers decide that every 
nation gets “the kind of drama” that 
it ig fitted for. In other ~words, it is 
accepted as a fact that what happens 
to be taken to London by this or that 
speculator in -theatricals is the sort of 
thing that !s best represeftative-of our 
plays and public: 

Nothing. of course, could be further | 
from , the -truth. 

After its two. years’ run in London 
there might haye been, some justifica- 
tion*on*our part fora géneralization as 
to English drama. based, for’ example, 
on that remarkable specimen, “ The 
Scarlet Pimpernel.” But being rather 
catholic inéur tastes, we are wiiling to 
tealize.that there aré in “Londons as in 
New -York a gteat many ‘different 
kinds of. pédple to be: pleased. 

As a matter of fact, it is this very 
narrowness of viewpoint that is cramp- 
ing the English theatre to-day. The 
best American plays, with rare excep- 
tions, are not taken to London because 
it is averred “London will not under- 
stand “them.” ‘When an occasional 
“comedy is suggested for English ex- 
portation the first question asked is 
whether it can be adapted so that 
Harlem will read Brixten and Fifth 
Avenue spell Mayfair. The English 
audience generally refuses to accept a 
distinct .American type ‘played by a 
native, but will go ihto hysterics over a 
supposed American accent as pro- 
nounced by an Englishwoman whose 
‘knowledge of our speech has bdeén 
picked. up in the waiting ‘room aft 
Cook’s. 

The number of American plays: seen 


on the London stage and the- number | 


of American actors on the. English 
boards are negligtble. But one after an- 
other the English plays are brought to 
us, acted in“their natural locate, often 
with an English cast, and judged on 
their merits as plays, with no consid- 
eration of their origin. 

English provincialism is something 
more than a‘ figure of speech. And nd- 
where is the fact more in evidence 
than in this playhouse attitude, which, 
by the way, is reflected by most of the 
English reviewers. of plays. 

In America we still, pay tribute to 
Pinero in spite of the fact that we. oc- 
casionally glimpse an English play 
that. conveys\the impression that the 
English author is ah idiot and ‘his pub- 
lic imberile. We are able to make al- 
lowance for ‘differenéde. in taste and 
difference ‘in point of view. » And we 
know that what the crowd acclaims is 
not necessarily representative of what 
is best in the national output. The 
English reviewer, on the other hand, 
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delights in judging, us by whatever

Windows, doors, blinds, 
porches, and' cornices may be considered 
as trimming, and-should be treated as 
such, Windows. especially, should © con- 
trast. with the background. of wall. The 
main thing to avoid ‘with applied color 
schemes is patchiness. 


Specific’ Exterior Color Suggestions. 


‘A house. which is set closely’ among 
trees should not be painted green or olive. 
Colors contrasting: with the surroundings 
are better for the body of-the house, but 
it may have green trimmings and roof if 
desired. : 

If a house is low, with a tendency to 
** squattiness,”’ a dark coler should not 
be used.. Paint it light, thereby giving 
it the benefit of what height it possesses. 

A house with shingied.upper stories, as 
a rule, should be painted on the’ lower 
nena a lighter .shade than the shingles, 
which may be Indian red, dark brown, 
dark green, or some olive ‘shade. The 
body should ‘Harmonize, as, for instance, 
pa i or dark olive with dnaian red, cream 
with. browns, the. grays with dark 
or dull red. -Pure white with green trim- 
mings is one’-of ‘the’ prettiest . color 
schemes for a suburban house set against 
a green. background, 

Not all colora and tints are equally dur- 
able. Col? colors, like grass green, blue, 
and certain cold ‘shades of yellow, hasten 
the deterioration of the paint film. Tints 
based. on the. reds, browns, and blacks 
are, as a rule,.the.most durable.

Doorways and Porches. 

The most. careful attention should be 
given.to the architecture of this import- 
ant exterior feature of the ‘house, for 
the doorway, by its very character, either 
inyites or répéls. A broad, inviting door- 
way suggests hospitality, and, no matter 
how - unpretentious, it should harmonize 
with the general architectural plan of the 
dwelling. The doorway and porch are 
naturally associated, and a modern plan 
is to have the front entrance of the sub- 
urban home. consist of simply a small 
roofed entrance porch, inviting in its 
general plan; but with no expectation of 
using it- for any other purpose’ than the 
mere entrance to thé house. 

The _living- porch should: o: off from 
one. of the family. rooms and should have 
@n exposure that will give plenty of air 
and-sunlight.' Such a living -porch can 
be made to serve the purpose of a dining 
porch, one end of it being reserved for 
that purpose; but a large number of the 
— suburban homes are now planned 

th a special dining room porch opening 
off the. interior dining room; where an 
out-of-door. meal may ‘be enjoyed through- 
out: the-fine weather. A: number of sub- 
furban houses have these porches’ inclosed 
in glass and warmed -~with steam coils, so 
that the room can be used in Winter if 
desired. Another feature of the. modern 
suburban. dwelling is the sleeping . porch. 
built on the second -story, opening ott 
from one of the rooms, or from an 
upper hall. This latter-day accessory is 

a tribute to the modern common sense in 
health, and many suburbanites use the 
sleeping porch the year: around. 


Doors. 


The door, wherever used in the house, 
shoulé rec@ive careful attention in the be- 
ginning. This will obviate later troubles 
of sagging, shrinking, cracking, &c. For 
the entrance, a’single door may be used, 
or a double one; it may have one panel, 
or many, either of wood or of glass. 

The new fireproof doors made of hollow 
steel are unusualy desirable for the en- 
trance door, and may also be used very 
satisfactorily throughout the house, par- 
ticularly where their function is to sepa- 
rate One part of the house from another. 
These doors are finished to resemble inc 
natural grain of wood, and cannot be dis- 
tinguished from a highly- polished wood 
door except: to the touch. “Such a door 
gets around the conimon fault of the usual 
front door—a lack of sufficient thickness, 
and, as the exterior of a front’ door is 
constantly subjected to changing wéather 
conditions, while the inside gets but the 
co ting temperature, especially during 
the Winter. season, these fireproof: doors 
are really ‘a saving. a 

Suggestions for the Interior. 


After the sife and style of the house 
have been determined, the general plan 
of interior decoration should be evolved. 
Every one has some individual notion as 
te what kind of woodwork he would like 
for the interior of his house and how his 
walls and floors shovld be treatéd, but 
the architect is the best guide and should 
be consulted.

‘Treatment of Wall Spaces. 


The wall spaces’ in the average modern 
guburban- home are-no longer of the un- 
broken type that we used to think we 
had to have.years ago. Except in the 
bedrooms, the wall spaces in most of the 
rooms in. the country house ‘are now :re- 
lieved’ with. wod8dwork. The. treatment 
of wall spaces in any room depends large- 
ly upon the character of the room, If 
it‘is a living room and has simply a 
plain; unbroken wall, {t should: be cov- 
ered either with a good, plain paper in 
@.warm light-giving tone, or tinted. This 
latter treatment has been used a great 
deal in modern country homes, and is 
very effective since the introduction of 
the: stencil frieze, which . breaks the 
monotony and. coldness of the otherwise 
plain walle Such a wall forms a splendid 

ackground for pictures and bric-A-brac, 
and harmonizes well with the furnishings. 
"If paper is to be used on the walls and 
one prefers not to have a plain effect in 
the living room, a striped paper in the 
self-ione, with a frieze in some harmon- 
izing color is good, but, as the living room 
is usually the place where pictures and 
ornaments are abundantly used, avoid 
figured waft goa The hall should’ be 
wainscoted, if possible, with the upper 
part. tinted; the reception room may de 
either tinted or papered, and this admits 
of a much lighter color treatment than 
any other roomon the first floor:- A

What a Contract Should Contain, 


A’ contract should contain, first, a de- 
scription of the property. -In buying an 
ordinary house, the street number ard the 
size of the property is usually enough. ‘Do 
not be satisfied with the street number 
alone, because this compels you to ‘take 
the property, no matter what its size may 
be. The contract should contain also the 
purchase price, how much you.are paying 
on the contract, and how much you are to 
pay when the title closes. It also should 
state the’ mortgage or mortgages on the 
property, the rate of interest, and when 
the mortgages are due. 

It should describe definitely any mort- 
gage that you are to give ck at the 
time you take title, giving its rate of In- 
terest and the number of years for which 
it is to run. The Contract should provide 
that interest and rents. should be appor- 
tioned. as of the day of closing title, sa 
that you pay the charges and get the in- 
come on the property after you become 
the owner, but the seller talees care of 
these until the property becomés yours. 

Sometimes the seller will ask you to 
take his fire insurance and pay him for 
the unexpired term. Do not’agree to do 
this until you find out whether the com- 
panies @ good companies and whether 
the ra is as low as you can get your- 
self on- new insurance. The seller should 
agree to take the responsibility of fire 
until the title closes. The fire insurance 
policies belong to him, and so long as 
they stand in his name they will do you 

no good. 

The contract should provide, above all 
things, that the seller will convey a good 
title, free from all incumbrances, except 
those stated in the contract. Taxes and 
water rates usually are not apportioned, 
but are paid by the person who owns the 
property. on the day that they become 
liens. 


Do Not Borrow Too Much. 

Unless you have other resources do not 
buy property with too large a mortgages 
on it. You think that you will be able 
to pay the mortgage off when it comes 
due, but mortgages have a way of coming 
due very quickly, and when the time 
comes around, instead of having the 
money to pay off the mortgage you are 
very apt to find that you want even a 
larger one. If you are éatisfied not ‘to 
borrow more than one-half or two-thirds

Architectural terra cotta, after thirty- 
four years of conSistent development in 
this country, has reached.a point where, 
in structural efficiency and in possibilities 
for architectural treatment in form and 
color, it comes close to being the ideal 
metropolitan building material. - 


For an illustration of its various prop- 
erties it is only necessary to cite the 
Woolworth , Building, now in course of 
construction. Architectural terra cotta 
is well shown in the already towering 
facade, which when completed will be 
fifty-five stories in height, and from the 
third story to the roof entirely of terra 
cotta. An outside wall of terra cotta 
700 feet in height, clearly indicates that 
in efficiency it leaves little to be desired. 
Covered. with a hard g¥Aze, terra cotta 
is impervious ‘and, unaffected by climatic 
conditions and acid-laden city atnios- 
phere; made by fire at a temperature 
approximating 2,300 degrees Fahrenheit, 
it is absolutely unimpaired by fire. It 
cannot: decay because the intense heat it 
undergoes during manufacture burns out 
anything that ~might. deteriorate; and 
partial vitrification - makes it proof 
against any normal chemical influence, 
The Woolworth Building ¢xemplifies the 
decorative possibilities of terra cotta quite 
as thoroughly as the structural; flexible | 
modéling and the possibilities -for color 
treatment are far from being negjected 
in the design.. The color of the shaft is 
light cream, smooth in texture, warm 
and slightly varying in tone. The back- 
grounds of the delicately modeled panels | 
that occur between the window courses are 
treated In soft blue and warm yellows, 
siennas, &c. While these colors are used | 
chiefly to accentuate the detail .of the 
ormament, to some extent they lend their 
own tone value and add life and light 
to the facade. At every fourth course 
the windows are finished in Gothic fin- 
ials-and a molded belt course extends en- 
tirely around the building. Here the or- 
nament is again emphasized with stronger 
colors against the general tone of cream. 
At the maim .cornice, and the cornices of 
the tower. the colors are increased in 
strength so that the distance from the 
ground will not neutralize their value; 
green and a remarkably pure ceramic 
gold are used. 

The universal interest in the Woolworth 
Building as the tallest in the world, and 
the one most apt to justify the American 
skyscraper on the ground of architectural 
beauty, focuses attention to a greater ex- 
tent than ever. before upon architectural 
térra cotta. .Many people will even ask 
svhat it is; for in spite of the fact that it 
has been for some years a great economic 
and commercial.factor in the large build- 
ing centres of the country, it has been of 
direct intérest.to architects and builders 
alone, The layman, it he has heard of it 
at all, has heard only in the vaguest sort 
of\ way—and is only too apt tO have a

very imperfect conteption of what archi- 
tectural terra cotta really is. 

Briefly, architectural terracotta is a 
j}mixture of various clays, modeled or 
} molded in the desired shape, covered with 
a glaze of almost ahy desired color or 
with glazes. of several different colors, 
and burned to an exceedingly high tem- 
perature in a closed or muffled kiln. 

Simple as it sounds, every stage of 
manufacture requires the very highest 
order of technical skill,. and, as .no 
technical’ school in the country offers 
anything more directly applicable then 
a course in elementary ceramics, the 
manufacturers haye always conducted 
their own experimental laboratories and 
by their own efforts have developed archi- 
tectural terra cotta to its present state 
of usefulness- 

Furthermore, owing to the facts that no 
architectural school in the country—and, 
for that matter, in the world—takes .ap 
the; subject of terra cotta construction, 
the companies have developed along ser- 
viee*or co-operative lines, and probably 
in no other branch of the building trade 
does the manufacturer do a greater share

of. construction planning. . Of course ee 


architect does the creative work of de- 
signing, and the terra cotta must carry 
out his design exactly, but it is the man- 
ufacturer who lays out the actual details 
of construction, subject to the architect’s 
approval. 


One of the chief advantages. of architec- 
tural terra cotta is that ti may be appro- 
praitely used in connection with other 
materials, such as brick, stone, marble, 
and concrete, either matching the other 
material in texture and color or ina con- 
trasting color, or to brighten the effect 
by the use of several colors in: combina- 
tion. An example of terra cotta in two 
colors in connection with white face brick 
is found in the Fire. Companies’ Building, 
80 Maiden.Lane. Interest and distinction 
are given the upper stories of this build- 
ing by the use of modeled ortiament in 
white against. a background “of green. 
Another feature is the use of bronze green 
terra cotta for’ the panels between the 
Window courses. The use of terra cotta 
in this connection is readily appreciated 
because it needs“ no maintenance care 
when once in place. 

The high grade New York apartment 
building presents an excellent field -for 
the use of architectural terra-cotta. The 
Plaza Home Club, just west of the Plaza 
Hotel, on Fifty-ninth Street, shows the 
use of the dull white glazed material. In 
this instance the average passer-by ’ un- 
consciously accepts the material as mar- 
bie, and. it does 100k very much the same 
with the same texture and the same soft 
variation of tone.. It. has.several differ- 
entiating features, however. Terra cotta, 
while it may accumulate dust on the pro- 
jections of  ornament,"‘cornice or sii. ra 
never absorbs it, and’ simple yreahing 
with soap and water will restore its o 
inal freshness. After a. dry,. dusty spell 
a hard shower will make.an appreciable 
difference. Againj:in.the case ofa local 
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Mixed and Ready for Use 
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28 to 30 inches wide. 
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Combating the stipendous waste. 
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fire, while the interior of @ terra cotta 
faced. builCing might be: completely .gut- | 
ted,. the exterior would be unaffected by | 
the flames. A row of terra cotta faced 
buildings makes the best “fire line” 
imaginable. 

On many apartment houses terra cotta 
has been used strictly in its own ‘charac- 
ter. An interesting modeled-design, treat- 
ed with. anywhere from three to seven 
or more colors, gives a distinction that is 
of very real commereial value to a build- 
a“, erected as an investment. 

he use of color is appealing more 
every year tothe American architects, 
and recent examples indicate that. the dull, 
drab facade will soon be obsolete in city 
architecture. Polychromatic..terra cotta 
lends itself admirably to combination: with 
face. brick of rough, texture..and \ varied 
tone values, as the McAlpin Hotel-now in

It 
may be applied to any strictural pur- 
pose and any architectural effect.. Fur- 
thermore, it is commercially economical, 
approximating from 20 per ¢ent. to 50 per 
cent. less-thah stone, acco to: the 
design, and its use involves not the slight- 
est sacrifice of am gt efficiency or 
architectural. ideals. Ta. fac 
js the only medium in which ale ideal- 
istic effects may be obtained in a perma- 
nently enduring form.
